Literary fortunes 


The fortune left by the late Sir James 
M, Barrie has rather disappointed the 
prophets, who confidently predicted an 
estate valued at at least a quarter of a 
million pounds. At £173,000 Sir James 
Barrie's fortune is, none the less, the most 
considerable fortune ever left by a writer 
in England, The second-best in the list 
is now Rudyard Kipling’s £155,000, which 
was left only a year earlier than Barrie's. 
It was a surprise to many people when 
Thomas Hardy left £91,000, beating the 
extremely popular Charles Garvice by. 
some £20,000. John Galsworthy’s £81,000 
and George Moore’s £75,000 were also 
handsome fortunes for literary men, 
although their totals may not have been 
accumulated entirely from literature. 

Until the death of Thomas Hardy the 
largest nest-egg left by a literary man was 
the £80,000 left by Charles Dickens; but 
later in the year of Hardy’s death 
Stanley Weyman reached a new high level 
with £99,000. Anthony Trollope’s £70,000, 
Miss Braddon’s £68,000, and Rider 
Hagegard’s £61,000 are all well up in the 
list. Women writers have not done so 
well: Edna Lyall is best with £25,000, 
and Marie Corelli next with £24,000. 


A Play on Van Gogh 


I hear that Mr. Dan Burke’s play on 
Van Gogh has been so successful at the 
\rts Theatre in London that it is going 
to the West End, and will be filmed. The 
critics believe that it will be a useful 
addition to the already growing volume of 
literature and legend which has sprung 
up around the queer Dutch artist.

percentages of the youngsters of both 
sexes who passed the exacting tests will 
be a source of satisfaction to schools and 
teachers, and the figures bear testimony 
to the knowledge and teaching ability of 
both. That over 84 per cent. of the boys, 
and nearly 90 per cent. of the girls, pre- 
sented for examination passed successfully 
through the ordeal is a striking testimony 
to the standard of our schools. That 
the girls should outshine the boys in the 
more exacting honours test is remarkable, 
more especially when it is borne in mind 
that the girls generally fare badly in the 
mathematics group. With over 70 per 
cent, of- their number taking the Honours 
Certificate, as compared with a trifle 
under 58 per cent. for the boys, the girls 
have demonstrated their distinct supe- 
riority this year. While the schools, the 


girls themselves have reason to feel elated, 
it may be doubted whether the community 
has anything about which it can be dis- 
tinctly proud. “ Knowledge comes and 
wisdom lingers,’’ and, when all has been 
said and done, these examinations are 
tests of knowledge rather than of wisdom. 
They are tests of a specialised course, not 
tests of a general education. We must 
confess that we read the figures with some 
little perturbation—a perturbation which 


corded triumphs. In the old days of the 
Intermediate Board particular attention 
was given to languages ; nowadays most of 
the attention of the schools, as the time 
and attention of the pupils, is -given to 
the single subject of Lrish. The! Irish lan- 
guage may possess all the virtues claimed 
for it by its most fervent admirers and 
most zealous propagandists, but even the 
vossession of all these virtues will not 
make it a liberal education. The teaching 
of Irish may be all that can be desired ; we 
have yet to note the effects of that teach- 
ing in daily life. In the normal routine 
of street and shop and tramcar the speak- 
ing of Irish, even by proud wearers of the 
Fainne. is so rare as to be remarkable. 
The reading of works in the. language, 
outside the school or when school has been 
leit behind, seems to make little progress, 
and the extraordinary fact must be noted 
that a film in Irish emptied the cinemas. 
For all the time, energy and devotion 
lavished upon Irish the rate of progress 
is most lamentably slow, We could afford 
to treat this slow progress lightly if the 
voncentration upon the language did not 
interfere with the educational develop. 
ment of the community. This year oniy 
about 10 per cent. of the boys took French 


as one of their languayes ; and French was 
at one time the most popular second 
language in Ireland. One brave boy took 
German: not even one took Spanish. 
Moreover, it is worthy of comment that at

A Lost Art 


The art of oratory, according “to the 
Moderator of the Evangelical Free 
Churches of England, has lost its appeal. 
Young people nowadays, he said, mistrust 
the spell-binder, so fhat it is extremely 
difficult to secure audiences for all but a 
few exceptional platform-speakers, How- 
ever true the statement may be in its 
reference to contemporary England, it is 
clearly not true for the greater part of the 
world. Only a week ago Herr Hitler 
demonstrated the power of the orator in 
present-day Germany, when he spent 
nearly ten days delivering a series of im. 
passtoned orations to enthusiastic crowds 
in Nuremberg. In Italy Signor Mussolini 
attracts and holds immense throngs, 
every individual in which hangs upon his 
every word, The orators of the Congress 
Party im India retain the power of the 
spoken word, and have made themselves 
masters of an empire by its potent spell. 
The American orator, and the oratory of 
America, also have managed to hold their 
places in the esteem of the populace; how 
otherwise could the continuous ‘stream of 
lecturers from Europe contrive its 
triumphal progression through the clubs? 
In one of the great democracies the art of 


the orator thus manages to hold audiences, | 


as it does in the totalitarian lands and 
among the illiteracy of the East. In our 
own country the aftistry has gone, 
although something of the power of the 


art still lingers. The day has passed when |

Bracing the Business Man 


The business man's notorious exhaustion 
has done much in its time to swell] the gold 
‘reserves of the world's revue producers.

Other 
impresarios—of the type that is concerned, 
probably unwilling, with such art forms 
as the ‘mpressionist drama, the cinema 
and circuses—are harassed by the con- 
tinual need of original inspiration; 
and, although the inspiration does not 
materialise at all times, the effort leaves 
them pale and nervous. The revue 
producer is not burdened with this worry. 
He has in stock twelve ycung ladies who 
dance ostentatiously and divinely, several

say that he had no misgivings about 
that the tired business man, as a species, 
will become extinct. It is not our inten- 
tion to raise a scare; but, in the twenty- 
first Business Efficiency Exhibition, which 
has just been opened at LEarl’s Court, 
faintly we perceive the writing on the wall. 
The engineers have divined with an almost 
superhuman insight just what makes the 
business man tired. They have invented 
a machine called the “ auto-typist,’’ which 
sweeps away the prevailing cause of 
fatigue. The “ auto-typist ” does not 
send its little brother round to the office 
to say that it is staying in bed with a sick 
headache ; it does not sit at the managing 
director's desk and polish its nails; it 
does not talk incessantly to its colleagues 
about ‘‘fresh things’’ and “great sports; 
it never says: ‘‘ I’m only a working girl, 
but I know my rights ”; it does not drink 
tea; and, as the final blow, it types 
accurately 125 words a minute and 200 
letters a day. It looks as if the business 
men are in for a lease of exuberant life; 
and, while we allow that things appear 
black for the producers, nevertheless there 
is for them a grain of comfort. The 
business men are not going to waste long 
hours in the office after office hours are 
over.

CHINA AT BAY

The Times remarks editorially to-day :'— 
If the Japanese intend, and are able, to 
fulfil their threats, raid will follow 1aid 
until the Chinese Central Government are 
compelled to hoist the white flag. Modern 
war inevitably inflicts vast suffering on 
non-combatants. Nanking is a garrisoned 
city, and the headquarters of the Chinese 
Government cannot be regarded as an open 
town, but the published intention of the 
Japanese High Command to lay it in 
ruins in order to bring China to her 
knees is in flat contradiction of. their 
Government's instructions that they 
should exercise the gieatest care in safe- 
guarding non-combatants. It has aroused 
indignation and disgust in many countries, 
not least in the United States, where it 
has been roundly condemned by an 
influential section of the Press as a stupid 
display of barbarity, and has evoked a 
formal protest from the State Depart- 
ment. 

So far, however, adds The Times, the 
Chinese have shown no.signs of collapsing 
in this undeclared war, in which hundreds 
of thousands of men are engaged, 

In the North the Japanese have won 
victories, but have failed to round up 
more than small thinese detachments. 
The bulk of the Chinese troops who have 
been engaged in Hopei have eluded their 
opponents’ grasp after making a stout 
resistance. Little ground has been gained 
by the invaders at Shanchai, and the air 
bombardment of Canton, while cruelly 
destructive of non-combatants, is unlikely 
to have anv effect on the Central Govern 
ment. The German generals who have 
been training the new Chinese armies 
seem thorouchly to have justified their 
selection. There, is a vast difference 
between the soldiers who, although 
relatively. ill-armed, are putting up a 
stubborn resistance to the best Japanese 
regiments, and the disorderly levies which 
diseraced themselves in the fighting in 
Jehol four vears ago. Their resistance 
may vet compel the Japanese General Staff 
to revise its estimate of a vear’s campaign, 
and it is possible that their examnle may 
hasten that unification of China for 
which General Chiang Kai-shek and his 
or have worked with unremitting 
zeal.

Signs of Peace in Spain

THE CASUALTIES 


At least ,a hundred casualties were caused when several 
quarter-ton bombs fell on a crowd of refugees, huddled in flimsy 


sheds by the waterfront. 


The Chinese claim that seven of the raiders were brought. down 


on the way from Shanghai. 


Despite the fact that yesterday’s attacks may only be the pre- 
lude to further scenes of horror and destruction, the Chinese 
Government refuses to quit the capital, and adheres to its intention 


** to resist to the bitter end.’’ 


All the foreign Embassies also remain, the United States 
Ambassador yesterday having moved back from the gunboat in the 


river to the Embassy. 


CANTON’S DAY OF TERROR 


Meanwhile Canton, the big mercantile city on the South coast 
of China, after a continuous raid for four night hours, experienced a 


day of terror as the raids were renewed. 


It is believed that 


hundreds were killed in these attacks. 


Following the steps taken by the British and United States 
Ambassadors, the French Government instructed its Ambassador 
in Tokyo to protest against the bombing of non-military objectives 


in Nanking. 


The United States Government has 
sent through its Ambassador in 
Washington a second and more 
vigurous protest to Japan in written 
form. This objects to the Japanese 
suggestion that American nationals 
should withdraw from the ..anking 
area, and expresses the view that anv 
general bombing of an area occupied 
by a large non-combatant population 
is ‘‘ unwarranted and contrary to the 
principles of law and humanity.’ 

Japan’s full reply on the wounding of 
Sir Hugh Knatchbull-Hugessen, the British 
Ambassador in China, has been received 
“with satisfaction’’ by the British 
Government, who, in a Note to the 
Japanese Government, state that the 
incident is regarded as closed. 

The Japanese Note conveyed a formal 
expression of deep regret, and explained 
that ‘planes bombed two motor cars, 
‘‘ which were believed in all sincerity to be 
military ‘buses or lorries, carrying Chinese 
officers or soldiers.”’ 

The Press Association Correspondent at 
Nanking wires:—I visited the scene 
immediately after the attack and saw a 
gruesome sight. The refugee camps were 
entirely levelled to the ground, while, 
scattered over a wide area, were the 
blackened remains of smouldering mats 
and burnt flesh. This area was by far 
the worst sufferer in the raids. In the 
city itself, although hits were registered 
in over thirty separate places, averaging 
from two to five bombs on each, casualties 
appear to have been remarkably low. 

If the Japanese really meant to 
wipe out Nanking they have so far 
fallen short of their objective. 


MAIN CENTRE OF ATTACK 


The raiders concentrated their attack in 
the Southern part of the city, where the 
civilian population is densest. Another 
area which suffered was the new resident 
district, where the Embassies and Lega- 
tion of the United States, Germany, Italy, 
the Netherlands, and Finland are situated, 
together with the homes of nearly the 
entire local foreign population. In addi- 
tion, bombs fell on the Hsiakwan river- 
front, where the British, American, 
French and Italian warships are anchored. 

Warning of the approach of the 
Japanese air armada was given nearly 
an hour before the machines appeared 
over the capital. The screech of air 
raid sirens was heard shortly after. 

At their sound the population, kept in 
suspense since Sunday, made a frantic 
dash in motor cars, in rickshaws, and 
afoot for the dug-outs, which had been 
prepared beforehand. There ensued the 
wildest traffic rush the city has ever seen. 

After a second urgent alarm twenty-five 
minutes later thirteen Chinese Curtis 
Hawk pursuit ‘planes took to the air, and 
headed north-west to join battle with the 
raiders. ‘Then. fest after 11 a.m.. over 


fifty Japanese ’planes appeared from the. 


south-east, flying at a height of 10,000 
feet. 

Quickly they grew from dark speck 
against the sky, until in the brilliant 
sunshine the sinister shapes of giant 
bombers made themselves clear to the 
anxious citizens. 


RAIN OF EXPLOSIVES 


After a few more minutes of grim tension 
a smoke signal curled from the com- 
mander’s ‘plane, and all the bombers 
loosed a hail of explosives on the south 
city, while anti aircraft guns below 
thunder-clapped their reply. 

Another eet of Japanese ’planes from 
the north-west, having failed to draw off 
the Chinese pursuit.’planes, rained bombs 
on Pukow, across the river. 

Many bombs were dropped in crowded 
residential areas. An anti aircraft shell 
exploded near the residence of the Unite” 
States Ambassador and dented the walls 
of the gate-house. 

The roar of anti aircraft guns and 
the dull detonations of the falling 
bombs rocked the city. 

The “all clear” siren was sounded at 
noon, but at 1.15 p.m. there was another 
alarm. at : 

Eight Chinese pursuit ‘planes took the 
air fifteen minutes later. This time only 
fifteen of the raiders appeared, and set 
about bombing the city once more from a 
great height. The raid lasted about twenty 
minutes, during which the invaders en- 
countered very heavy anti aircraft fire. 

At 2.20 p.m. the “all clear ” sign was 
sounded for the second time. — .

MIDNIGHT ALARM FOR 
BRITISH TROOPS 


Shanghai. Thursday, 3 a.m.— 
Two companies of Welch Fusiliers 
were roused from their billets 
shortly after midnight, and rushed 
in lorries to the Bund. On arrival 
they manned sandbag redoubts with 
Lewis guns, and patrolled with 
fixed bayonets for two hours. The 
men were under the impression 
that a visit from hostile troops was 
expected. Actually the operations, 
which were directed by Brigadier 
Telfer-Smollett, Commander. of 
the Shanghai area, were purely for 
test purposes.

Many of them had 
fallen in front of the “ A.B.C.’’ restaurant, 
dotting the street with holes. One heavy 
bomb fel! in the Chunshan road, Nanking’s 
main thoroughfare, making a huge crater 
in the ground. Bombs intended for the 
Kuomintang headquarters blew up in a 
Chinese hotel nearby. 

The selection of the densely popu- 
lated south city of Nanking for heavy 
punishment has caused much amaze- 
ment and perturbation here in view of 
anticipation that the Japanese bombers 
will come again, 


RAIDERS SHOT DOWN 


The raiders were harassed all the way 
from Shanghai by Chinese pursuit planes, 
and it is officially announced by the 
Chinese Government that altogether seven 
of the raiders were shot down, two of them 
at Soochow, which is two hours’ journey 
from Shanghai, on the railway to Nanking. 

The second raid was met by terrific anti- 
aircraft fire, the Japanese ’planes remain-

JAPANESE WARNING 


The Japanese spokesman in Shanghai 
declared yesterday that Admiral Hase- 
gawa’s warning to foreign men-o’-war and 
nationals to move from Nanking will 
remain for the duration of the war. 

He added that Nanking would be subject 
to repeated attacks. 

The Japanese claim that in yesterday’s 
raid they hit the headquarters of the 
Kuomintang (the Central Party of Chinese 
Nationalism) and the Military Air Com- 
mission 

The British Embassy is situated near 
the Kuomintang headquarters. 

According to an official foreign report 
received in Shanghai, the harbour at 
Nanking, where H.M. cruiser Capetown, 
H.M. gunboats Bee and Gnat, and other 
| foreign warships are anchored, was not 
molested. 

The Japanese spokesman claimed 
this evening that three Chinese war- 
ships were hit by bombs and damaged. 
They included the cruiser Ninghai, 
built in Japan, and delivered to China 
at the height of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities in 1932. 

The warships were hit during an attack 
on the Kiangyin forts, where the boom 
across the Yangtse lies.

On the other hand, the Amalgamated 
Society of Woodworkers had a majority 
of 400 against the terms. This union has 
the largest number of members affected 
by the stoppage. 

The Irish National Union of Wood- 
workers also rejected the terms. 

Strike leaders, when approached last 
night, were unable to indicate what the 
ultimate . decision would be, but it is 
expected that some reply will be given to 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce this afternoon.

F OUR new bills which are necessary to implement various pro- 
visions of the new Constitution of Eire were circulated to 
deputies yesterday. They are :— 


CORRESPONDENT 


I—To make provision for the carrying out of the election of

2—To provide for the election of what are called the panel 
members of the new Senate. 


3—To gee for the election of three representatives from 
of the two universities. 


4— To continue in legal form the position which existed under 
the old Constitution, so that the person holding the office of 
Chairman of the Dail at a dissolution of the House should 
be considered automatically elected a member of the next 


The Presidential Elections Bill sets out 
how the nominations are to be made, the 
form of the polling, and the- duties of the 
Returning Officers. In hardly any respect 
do these differ from the forms of a general 
election. In the first election, which will 
probably take place in June next, nomina- 
tions may be made only by members of the 
Oireachtas and by County and Borough 
Councils. Voting will be on the prin 
ciple of proportional representation. At 
the ruling on nominations, which will take 
place in the presence of a High Court 
Judge, the candidates must attend or be 
authoritatively represented. During the 
ruling a candidate may withdraw, but not 
later. Persons uuder the age of 21, even 
though their names are on. the list, will 
not be permitted to vote. 

The position of Counties or County 
Boroughs whose Councils have been placed 
under the control of Commissioners, 
appears to be in some doubt. Some an- 
thorities hold that the Commissioners in 
such cases have all the powers of the 
Council, and are thus-capable of acting. 


THE SENATE 


The Senate envisaged in the Constitu- 
tion will consist of 60 members, of whom 
11 shall be nominated, six elected by ihe 
University of Dublin and the National 
University of Ireland, and the remaining 
45 elected from pancis formed partially 
on a vocational basis. 

The election for the Senate must take 
place within 90 days after the coming 
into operation of the Constitution on the 
29th December next, and it is required te 
meet not later than six months after that 
date. It is presumed that its formation 
will precede the election of President, inas- 
much as members of that House wil! have 
powers in connection with the nomination 
of President. 

As the President will not then have been 
elected, 1t is presumed that the nomina- 
tion of the eleven members will be the 
privilege of the Commission which is to be 
set up pending his electicn. This will 
consist of the Chief Justice, the President 
of the High Court and the Chairman of 
Dail Eireann. 

The 43 elected members are to be elected 
from panels thus—Cultural and cduca- 
tional, 5; agricultural, 11; labour, 11; in- 
dustrial and commercial, 9: and adminis- 
trative 7. The election to the panels will 
be further regulated by an Order to be 
made by the Minister. 

Members of the Dail, not less than 25 
in number, may nominate any one person 
to any of the panels, but no member of 
the Dail shall take part in the nomination 
of more than one person. 

The bill-regulating the election of mem- 
bers to represent the universities defines 
the procedure to he adopted. Only 
graduates will have power to vote, and per- 
sons holding honorary degrees only are 
precluded. 

These new bills are all listed-for second 
reading on te first day that the Dail 
meets after the vacation.-that is, on the 
6th October. They will, in fact, provide 
material for debate till Christmas,

bour, which was formerly a British naval 
dockyard. 

The new mills, when erected there, will, 
it is stated, supply practically the entire 
Free State -recuirements, and will rank 
among the more important of the Free 
State’s new industries, 

Two thousand tons of machiriery and 
dismantled buildings have already reached 
Haulbowline, and the work of erecting the 
mills will begin ahnost immediately. 

Production is expected to begin within 
a year, when approximately 500 operatives 
will be employed. 

The promoters of the scheme, chief of 
whom is Mr. David Frame, who is well- 
known in the steel industry, expect to 
secure a good deal of scrap iron as raw 
material in Ireland. The necessary pig 
iron will be imported.

Att a sitting which lasted 
nearly three hours, the Dublin 
Corporation at a special meeting last 
night decided, by fourteen votes to 
nine, to postpone until the next meet- 
ing of the Council the question of the 
appointment of a City Manager. 

The meeting had been summoned 
specially to consider a report from 
the General Purposes Committee 
upon the letter, dated 29th June. 
1937, from the Secretary of the Local 
Appointments Commission, intimat- 
ing that the Commissioners were of 
opinion that no useful purpose would 
be served by acceding to the Counril’s 
request for reconsideration of the re- 
commendation of a person for 
‘appointment to the office of Dublin 
City Manager. The Commissioners 
had previously nominated Mr. P. J. 
Hernon for the position” 

The letter was referred back from 
the General Purposes Committee 
without reeommendation. 

Alderman P. $. Doyle, T.D., Acting 
Lord Mayor, presided, in the absence in 
England of the Lord Mayor (Alderman 
A. Byrne, T.D.). 


“INCOMPETENT” BOARD 


Mr. Sean Milroy moved that, in view 
of the mandatory direction of the 
Department of Local Government, the 
City Council was powerless to fill the 
position of City Manager and Town Clerk 
otherwise than in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Local Appoint- 
ments Commission, and that Mr. Patrick 
J. Hernon, B.Comm., the nominee of the 
Appointments Commission, be appointed 
City Manager and Town Clerk as from 
6th October next. The resolution placed 
on record appreciation of the very 
eficient manner in which Mr. John P. 
Keane had carried out the duties of City 
Manager for the past year, and regretted 
that the Council were precluded from 
recognising that efficiency and his long 
record of administrative service by 
appointing him to the permanent poeition. 

Mr. Milroy said that it was doubtful if 
anything could be more calculated to dis- 
credit the principle of the Appointments 
Commission and the system it involved 
than the manner of its application in the 
present instance. It was a matter of 
general knowledge among councillors that 
not one on the Selection Board had any 
experience or actual knowledge of Dublia 
City administration. The -nature of the 
questions put to candidates by the 
members of the Selection Board was 
adequate proof of the incompetence of the 
Board to discharge the duty they were 
asked to undertake. The Corporation, 
however, had reached a stage when further 
delay in making the appointment would 
lead to no useful results. 


TRIBUTE TO MR. KEANE 


In conelusion, he maid a warm tribute 
to the work of Mr. Keane, who had acted 
during an abnormal period of strain and 
anxiety, requiring qualities of capacity, 
initiative and decision of more than 
ordinary character. Mr. Keane had risen 
to the occasion no matter what emergency 
confronted him, and had discharged his 
onerous duties with advantage to the 
city’s interests and to the satisfaction of 
all members of the Council. 

Alderman Benson, T.D., seconded the 
motion, and said that if they decided 
otherwise than to adopt the recommenda- 
tion of the Appointments Commission they 
would be acting very foolishly. The final 
result would be the same. If the Selec- 
tion ‘Board had been composed of chair- 
men or directors of business companies, 
he thought it would have given more 
satisfaction. 

Dr. Hannigan, T.D., in opposing the 
acceptance of the Commission's recom- 
mendation, said that he did so because 
the Minister, in the first instance, in re- 
fusing sanction to the Corporation to 
make the appointment was acting ultra 
vires. There was no provision in the Act 
referring the appointment of City Manager 
to the Local Appointments Commissioners. 
Surely the Corporation was not going to 
be intimidated. It was high time that 
they indicated to the Caliph and Grand 
Viziers of the Local Government Depart- 
ment in the shape of high officials that 
they were not going to be intimidated by 
a typewritten document with the Depart- 
ment’s seal. 


“DIGNIFIED COURSE” 


The proper and dignified course, des 
clared Dr. Hannigan, was to unite in re- 
jecting this recommendation, and to take 
their chance on the threats of mandamus 
and impending dissolution.

The legislation required to Sr out, these 
provisious has now been published in the 
form of a bill, which was introduced in the 
Dail on 21st July. It is a bill of 39 sections, 
divided into three parts and three schedules. ; 
The first part ‘deals with preliminary and 
general matters, the second with the nomina- 
tion of candidates and the third regulates 
how the poll is to be taken. 


MINISTER’S DUTIES 


The first step is the fixing by the Minister 
for Local Government of the dates on which 
nominations will be received, the place at 
which they will be ruled on, and the day on 
which the poll, if requ:red, will be taken. 

In the case of the first Presidential elec- 
tion, the Minister is required to make the 
necessary order as soon as is convenient after 
the coming into operation of the new Con- 
stitution, and the dates must be selected so 
that the first President will be enabled to 
assume the duties of his office not later than 
180 days (six months) afte: the date on which 
the Constitution becomes effective. 

For subsequent elections the Minister will 
be required to make his order as soon as is 
convenient after the sixtieth day before the 
expiration of the term of office of the retir- 
ing President 

When it is necessary to hold what will be 
known as an extraordinary presidential 
election (i.e., in the case of the death, 
resignation, or disqualification of the existing 
President) the Minister will make the order 
so that the new President may be elected 
within sixty days after the retirement of the 
former President. 

‘The Minister must also appoint ‘‘a fit and 
proper person ” to be the returning officer, 
who wilt conduct the election and be 
responsible for the arrangements for counting 
the votes and announcing the result. 


THE NOMINATIONS 


Four classes of nomination papers will be 
nade available by the returning officer—for 


Dail elections may also vote by post in the 
election of a President. 


OBJECTIONS 


No question, inquiry or objection shall be 
put, made or permitted, as to the right of any 
person to vote, and no objection thereto shall 
be made or received by any presiding officer, 
save only that the presiding officer may, if 
and so required on behalf of any candidate, 
put to any applicant for a ballot paper the 
following questions or any two of them:—.

The returns and the ballot papers them- 
selves, arranged in packets, shall be sent to 
the Presidential returning officer, who shall 
count them and send a certificate to the 
Taoiseach containing the result.

Unless he thinks fit, the Presidential 
returning officer need not open parcels and 
recount the votes sent to him by local 
returning officers. 

For the purpose of arriving at the quota, 
the returning officer shall divide the. total 
number of votes by two and the result of such 
division, increased by one, shall be the 
number of votes required to elect a candidate.

Where a person is elected as both a panel 
member and a university member of the 
Seanad he must declare in which capacity he 
desires to sit, and if he does not make a 
declaration within one month he shall be 
deemed to have declared to sit as a university 
mem ber. 

As regards election petitions, the Court 
shall not have power to declare the whole 
election to be void, but may declare the 
election of any one or more of the candidates 
to be valid or invalid, and in the latter case 
shall declare om. of the defeated candidates to 
have been elected.

The Seanad Electoral (University Members) 
Bill provides for three members from the 
National University of Ireland, and {t.-ee 
from the University of Dublin. It also 
defines the necessary franchise and regis- 
tration, the conduct of the elections end 
other matters. Certain other matters may be 
rrescribed by regulations to be made by the 
Minister for Local. Government. 

The franchise is set out as follows :'— 
very person who has received a degree 
(other than an honorary degree) in the 
National University of Ireland and has at- 
tained the age of twenty-one years shall be 
entitled to be registered as an elector in the 
register of electors for the National Uni- 
versity constituency. 

Every person oa has received a degree

tion scholarship in that University or, if a 
woman, has obtained a non-ioundation 
scholarship in the said Univer-‘ty and (in 
any case) has attained the age of twenty- 
one years, shall be entitled to be registered 
us an elector in the register of electors for 
the Dublin University constituency.

and appoint registration ofticers who. will 
arrange for the annual revision of registers 
These registers, for each University con- 
stituency shail qpntain the names of ail per- 
sons entitled to be registered, and any claims 
or objections will be decided on appeal to 
a judge of the Circuit Court.

Deadly Puiting 


at Wentworth : 


Mahon Again Second 


————! 


REMARKABLE last round of 67, 
A played with an injured right hand, 
and including only 27 putts, brought 
victory to Arthur Lacey, of Berkshire, at 
Wentworth, Surrey, yesterday, in the Dunlop- 
Metropolitan £500 professional tournament. 
Although a dry summer has provided many 
low-scoring feats, none can compare with the 
ak ar gee of Lacey in the last big pro- 
essional event of the season in playing 72 
holes on a course 6,700 yards Jong for an 
aggregate of 277. 

The west course at Wentworth has four 
short holes, each a par three, five par four 
noles, and nine par five. The scratch score 
is 77, and Lacey’s aggregate was not only ól 
better than the total scratch score for 72 
holes, but 11 ander an average of fours. 

Tieing for the lead at 210 with Reginald 
Whitcombe at the start of the final round, 
Lacey proceedea to give an astonishing dis- 
play of wild hitting, yet made so many fine 
recoveries that he outstripped his rivals to 
win the first prize of £150 by five strokes 
from Paddy Mahon, of Royal Dublin. 


THE MAGIC PUTTER 


Lacey’s putter was the magic wand which 
brought him success. His long game was 
ruined by a strained ligament in. the little 
finger of his right hand, and at the interval 
he expressed doubts as to whether he could 
complete the final round, With his grip 
affected by the injury, Lacey was alternately 
pulling and slicing and finding all kinds of 
trouble, but his niblick and patter invariably 
came to the rescue. | 

In the final round he sliced his mashie 
shot at a short second, but obtained the par 
three, cut his drive at the fourth, but got a 
birdie four, and obtained the par four at the 
seventh after driving into a ditch. Out in 
34, Lacey holed from two yards for an eagle 
three at the twelfth, and from four yards 
for yet another eagle three at the thirteenth. 
This brilliant stretch set him on the road to 
victory. He fluffed his mashie from a bare 
lie at the sixteenth, but was down in par 
four, and finished with two birdie fours, 
holing from four yards at the seventeenth, 
and being down with a chip and a putt at 
the eighteenth. Altogether Lacey had nine 
single putts in the round. 

Mahon played magnificent golf all day for 
rounds of 68 and 69, and a total of 282, to 
heat Henry Cotton, open champion and last 
vear’s winner, by one stroke. Reginald 
Whitcombe, leader by. two strokes at the 
start of the third round, once again failed in 
the closing stages of a tournament. He took 
72 for the third round, allowing Lacey to 
draw level, and later the Parkstone man had 
76, which left him nine strokes behind. 


MAHON’S FINE FORM 


Mahon was the only competitor to break 
70 in both the third and fourth rounds, his 
scores being 68 and 69. There was scarcely 
a blemish in his wooden club play from 
beginning to end of the day, and generally 
his second shots were of such sterling quality 
that he was not called upon to hole a putt 
of more than two yards, ‘There were one 
or two occasions when it was evident that 
he played on the wrong side of the hole. 

He had 34 for each half of his 68, which 
had an inauspicious opening with three putts 
He was not off the fairway once during the 
day, and he was distinctly unfortunate at 
the fourth hole of over 500 yards in the 
afternoon. Playing his downhill second, he 
saw the ball just hit the top of a bunker 
and topple in. Mahon got out well,. but 
the incident seemed to have some little effect 
on him, as he took three putts to take six 
for the hole, 

Nevertheless, he had three threes in the 
first half-dozen holes of his concluding round, 
which had an outward half of 34. He had 
six threes in the round altogether, and only 
exceeded four strokes at two holes, the

second instance being at the twelfth, where, 
again, there was putting weakness, On the 
‘hole day Mahon had a total of 69 putts.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


Four world championship fights will be 
held here to-morrow between Lou Ambers and 
Pedro Montanez (light-weights), Marcel Thil 
and Fred. Apostoli (middle-weights), Barney 
Ross and Ceferino Garcia (welter-weights), 
and Sixto Escobar and Harry Jeffra (bantam- 
weights). It is another show promoted by 
Mike Jacobs. promoter of the recent Joe 
Louis Tommy Farr world championship fight, 
and it will take place in the open air at the 
polo ground 

Great interest is being taken in Marcel 
Thil’s fight. Little is known of the French- 
man over here, and the critics think Apostoli 
will beat him, but if Thil fights as well as 
he does in Paris they may get a surprise. 
Thil is very tough, and is confident of dis- 
pelling any doubt about who is the middle- 
weight champion of the world. Thil, of 
course, is recognised as such by the IJnter- 
national Boxing Union, but not by the 
American Associations. The betting against 
his winning is still 2 to 1. 

Pedro Montanez, a hard-hitting hght- 
weight, who has never been beaten in the 
United States, is expected to be the new 
light-weight champion. He has a hard punch, 
and has won several “warming-up ” fights 
vn a knock-out.

The Mullard 1938 range consists of some 
seven instruments, from the ‘straight ”” 
three-valve battery receiver to a de luxe all- 
waver for A.C. or D.C. use.

for re-charging without disturbing the H.T. 
battery. - The other receivers in the Pye 
range -are of the usual high standard set by 
this old-established company. 


Cossor 


The Cossor Company usually produces what 
the masses require, and this year is no ex- 
ception to the rule The series “238” “‘Melody 
Maker ” receivers comprise three models with 
several outstanding features—not. least of 
which is their price.
